sources which was so heavy a b urden 
to his forb ears: and while his crops 
must always remain to some extent 
dependent on “ the w e a the r,” he is j 
much less the ab solute slave of ineteor- 
ological circumstances 
than in years 
gone b y. 
It is pleasant to know, from Director 
LlggettY report, that our agricultur- 
ist> are every year showing an increas­ 
ed depreciation of thesis advantages. 
Scarcely a day passes b ut there are 
from five to twenty viators at the sta­ 
tion b etween the Twin Cities.
